Explanations: The aim of the current application is to find a simultaneous antagonist of GM-CSF, IL-3 and IL-5, 
where all three act through a common receptor subunit (pc). 

Communal subunits cannot bind to cytokines by themselves thus finding structural data on the binding site is difficult. 
To overcome this problem the applicants have developed a monoclonal antibody against a region, which is important 
for cytokine binding within domain 4 of the common beta chain. The applicants can now crystallise the binding site and 
detennine the structure of the D4pc domain of the receptor bound to an antagonist. 

D 1 describes a compound or agent that binds to the cytokine receptor of F-G' loop of Domain 4 of the pc chain 
receptor for GM-CSF, IL-3, IL-5. This differs from the current application, which defines the actual binding domain, 
not the agent that binds to it. 

D2 This document reviews the work on cytokines to date and suggests that the B'-C and F'-G' loops in the fourth 
domain are involved in ligand recognition and binding. It recognises the major role taken by the tyrosine residues in 
these domain 4 loops. It does not however disclose the binding domain of the current application. 

D3 This document discusses the importance of the F'-G' loop but not the binding domain of the current application. 
Therefore.it is considered the claims of the current application are novel, inventive and industrial applicable.
